New Game Regulations 


New regulations concerning the 
hunting and killing of game in the 
north country have been put in effect, 
as announced by Benjamin Lawton, 
Chief Game Guardian of the Province. 
For some residents north of parallel 
55, have been permitted to kill game at 
any season of the year for their own 
use, but this privilege has been abused 
by residents and others. At the last 
Session of the Legislature the game 
act was amended to provide that no 
person shall kill game birds save dur- 
ing the open season which in the case 
of ducks and geese is from September 
1st to December 14, and for prairie 
chicken and partridge from October 
15 to October 31. Exception has been 
made in the case of White Winged 
Scoter commonly called Black Duck. 
These may be killed at any time north 
of the 55th parallel. In the case of 
big game the’act now provides that 
residents of that part of the province 
residing north of the 55th parallel may 
kill big game during the close season 
only after having obtained a_ resi- 
dent’s big game license, but in no case 
are big game animals to be killed dur- 
ing the closed seasons unless required 
for food. 


New Police Commissioner 


Announcement has been made by 
Attorney General J. E. Brownlee, of 
the appointment of W. C. Bryan, Su- 
perintendent of the Alberta Provincial 
Police, to be commissioner of the force, 
in place of Commissioner Alfred Cud- 
dy, who has returned east to Toronto.

THE PESTILENT MOSQUITO 


A Campaign of Investigation Being 
Carried On In the Fraser River 
wMatley, Bo Ore 


The Entomological Branch of the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture 
is conducting investigations in British 
Columbia in connection with the mos- 
quito. Of course the first proceeding 
in this task of combating this unpopu- 
lar but numerous pest is to locate the 
breeding grounds; and in their work 
the branch has received much assist- 
ance from the Canadian Air Board. 
What has been accomplished in locat- 
ing breeding areas by means of the 
camera and the aeroplane is detailed 
in an article in the May-June number 
of the Agricultural Gazette of Canada. 

So far, the Lower Fraser Valley of 
British Columbia constitutes the re- 
gion in which the campaign has been 
mainly carried on. The investigation, 
which embraces 2,000 square miles of 
affected territory, was started in 1919, 
The first season an automobile was 
employed in a scouting expedition to 


ascertain the mosquito fauna of the! 


district. The second season was de- 
voted to a study of the factors deter 
mining mosquito abundance, for this 
purpose a motor boat and canoe were 
utilized to penetrate the huge cotton- 
wood flood swamps which are the 
main breeding places. In 1921 the 
mapping of the breeding places was 
engaged in, and it was in surveying 
the areas that the aeroplane was call- 
ed into service. During the war, or- 
namental ponds were drained because 
it was found that the water was a 
guide to zeppelin raiders. In a simi- 
lar manner flooded swamps, the breed 
ing places of the pest, were revealed 
to the aviator, who besides making 
observations, took useful photographs. 
In this way the knowledge of location 
necessary for the eradication of the 
mosquito was obtained. The éxtent 
of the breeding of mosquitoes in the 
district referred to will be understood 
when it is stated that, by actual count, 
3,218 fertile eggs were revealed in one 
square foot of sod cut from a meadow 
subject to flooding If the entire area 
surveyed were similarly occupied, the 
mosquito census in the Fraser River 
Valley alone would run into some- 
thing over a thousand thousand mil- 
lions,

How To Use Hopper Poison 


A great deal of grasshopper poison 
bait is being wasted it has been found 
by the department of agriculture 
through the fact that the bait is often 
put out at the wrong time of day and 
in some cases before the hoppers have 
made their appearance at all. Grass- 
hoppers begin to feed in the morning 
when the sun becomes hot enough to 
heat them up, and this is the time to 
place the bait. Good judgment must 
be used in this regard, but from pre- 
sent observations, on ordinarily warm 
days, the proper time to place the bait 
is between 6:30 and 9 in the morning. 
The effectiveness of the bait depends 
much upon this. The bait may be ef- 
fective for two hours if the moisture | 
condition of the bait is right, but not 
be effective for an hour if put out too 
late in the day. Young grasshoppers | 
suck rather than eat, thus the import- 
ance of having proper moisture condi- | 
tion in the bait. 


Marketing of Registered Seed Grain 

Plans which have been under con- 
sideration for some time by officials of 
the provincial department of agricul- 
ture and the agricultural college in co- | 
operation with the officials of the Do- 
minion Seed Branch in Calgary have 
now been perfected for the establish- 
ment of an effective scheme for the 
marketing of registered seed grain 
produced in Alberta. These plans are 
the result of a conference between W. 
J. Stephen, crop commissioner of the 
department of agriculture ; Prof. Cut- | 
ler, of the Field Husbandry Branch of 
the Agricultural College, and G. M.| 
Stewart, representative of the Domin- 
ion Seed Branch and it is to be hoped | 
that the executive of the seed branch | 
at Ottawa will agree to these plans. 
Announcement of the plans was made 
by Hon. Hoadley, Minister of 
Agriculture. f

branch, and the grading and bin in- 
| spectiom will be attended to entirely by | 
| the Dominion Seed Branch. The seed 
will be registered as usual by the 
Canadian Seed Growers’ Association. 
The marketing of the seed will be han- 
dled by the provincial department of 
agriculture. “ 

Arrangements are to be « made 
whereby central cleaning facilities for 
the seed will be established.

out to the Millar Ranch for the week- 
end (last week). Mrs. Aitcheson and 
Mr. and Mrs. Cutler at the time of 
Master Jack’s going out to the ranch 
had arranged to spend Sunday after- 
noon picnic-ing and it was arranged 
that W. H. Millar would join the 
party. In accordance with this pro- 
gram W. H. Millar, accompanied by 
Mrs. Aitcheson and Jacky Cutler, mot- 
ored in from the ranch on Sunday 
afternoon and being joined by Mr. and 
Mrs. F. Cutler and Mrs. Cutler, Senior 
proceeded from town at about 4:30 in 
the afternoon to a point north-east of 
Macleod and close to the junction of 
Willow Creek and the Old Man River, 
and about a mile east of the Dixon 
Ranch.

Afterward picking up no particular 
scent except in the directions first fol- 
lowed—which leads to the presump- 
tion that possibly Mrs. Aitcheson ap- 
proached the water’s edge in her bare 
feet, then for some reason may have 
returned to place where the clothing 
was found and donned the rubber 
soled shoes which she had borrowed 
from Mr. Millar, and if such was the 
case the scent would so confound the 
dogs as to make their efforts of no 
avail—though the animals were in fact 
led on leash over miles of area in the 
vicinity. The bloodhounds were taken 
back to Coalhurst on Wednesday eve- 
ning. 

On Tuesday a great number of loca! 
volunteers from the town and district 
were marshalled through the efforts 
of Norman Grier and Frank Walsh 
and by the co-operation of Mayor Faw- 
cett, and again the vicinity of the dis- 
appearance was thoroughly gone over 
but without results. 

The persistent searching in the lo- 
cality indicates that there is a strong 
undercurrent of feeling (though hard 
to trace its basis) that Mrs. Aitchesor 
did not meet her fate in the river, and 
many local people appear to entertain 
hope that she may yet be found alive. 

On Wednesday, Sergeant Caswell 
had the river dragged as far down as 
the Monarch bridge, and he himsélf, 
with others, worked at the Monarch 
bridge Wednesday and Thursday in 
efforts to sink a Page wire net to in- 
tercept the body should drowning have 
occurred. The swiftness of the flow 
of water is making the netting of the 
stream an arduous task. 

Sergeant Caswell and Constable 
McWilliams and Angel with the squad 
from the R. C. M. Police (Macleod) 
are to be commended for their unre- 
mitting efforts towards the finding of 
Mrs. Aitcheson, or her body—but up 
to time of publication all official and 
civilian efforts have achieved no tan- 
| gible results.

ests. In the Prairie provinces about 
\ five million seedlings and cuttings, all 
| told, will be sent out from the Indian 
Head and skatoon forest nursery 
}stations of the Dominion Forestry 
| Branch, These are all for planting 
shelter belts on farms. Besides this, 
) these same nursery stations are send- 
ing out a considerable quantity of 
planting material and tree seeds for 
planting and sowing on different Dom- 
inion forest reserves. This is only a 
beginning in reforestation, but it indi- 
cates that the tide is at last turning in 
that direction.

Fourth Fortnightly 
Crop Report 


Issued by Publicity Commissioner, Ag- 
ricultural Department, Edmonton, 
Alberta, Saturday, June 17. 


Dry conditions prevail over the ma- 
jor portion of the province, and the 
need or rai nis urgent, but generally 
speaking the condition of the crops in 
Alberta is fairly satisfactory at the 
present date, according to the official 
reports received by the agricultural 
department. : 

The south-western portion of the 
province has been favored with a con- 
siderable amount of moisture since 
May Ist, and crop conditions there are 
better than for some years, and give 
indication of producing an excellent 
yield. The entire western half of 
southern Alberta js, in fact, showing 
a very encouraging condition. Ano- 
ther cheering feature of the present 
situation is that the grasshopper cam- 
paign is proving effective in most dis- 
tricts and the percentage of loss from 
this cause will be small. al 

The south-eastern and central areas 
of the province, however, are experi- 
encing very dry conditions, and many 
places are in urgent need of rain, but 
the grain is standing up well in spite 
of the lack of moisture. Good general 


rains before the end of June will put] vail almost the entire distance from | 
Edmonton south to Calgary, the sec-| 


the grain in very satisfactory shape. 

Timothy and other hay crops in the 
central and northern districts will be 
light this year. Alfalfa and rye are 
showing splendid growth in the south, 
but in the north rye and root crops 
have suffered from lack of moisture 
and from the severe frost of ten days 
ago. 

South-western areas.—Good grow- 
ing conditions prevail from Calgary 
south to Lethbridge and to the boun- 
dary and westwarl, where precipita- 
tion has been reasonably heavy. Rye 
is 80 inches high, spring wheat shows 
a vigorous growth of from 5 to 7 in- 
ches high. Alfalfa will be ready to 
cut within the next ten days. Consid- 
erable summer fallow is being done. 
Grasshoppers are very numerous and 
active, but are being checked in many 
localities by effective work with bait. 

South-eastern areas.—Rain is need- 
ed everywhere, precipitation having 
been light since May Ist, but the grain 
will not suffer greatly for another 
week. South of the Red Deer river to 
the boundary, and east of Calgary to 
Medicine Hat very dry conditions pre- 
vail, although there have been some 
good local showers. Alfalfa and rye 
crops are splendid and the pasture in 
most localities is the best for years 
and live stock is in generally good con- 
dition. Further local showers fell 
over these areag.the latter part of the 
week.

NOTICE 
The Drought Area Re- 
lief Act 


The Drought Area Relief Act has 
been passed to enable persons resid- 
ing in certain areas of Southern Al- 
berta and their creditors to adjust 
their accounts, and to prevent the 
dissipation of the resources of needy 
residents by a multiplicity of action 
and other legal proceedings. 

Any person who has been resident 
and actively engaged in farming oper- 
ations in such drought area for at 
least one year prior to January Ist, 
1922, and is still resident and engaged 
in farming can come within the prov- 
isions of the Act. 

The duty of tha Commissioner is 
to endeavor to adjust matters between 
residents in the said area and their 
creditors so as to provide for the sat- 
isfaction of just claims. 

Any resident farmer within 
drought relief area, or any creditor 
of such resident farmer, can apply to 
the Commissioner for an enquiry into 
and an adjustment of his affairs. 


It is recommended that applications 


be forwarded at once, as if there is 
any delay the detail work necessary in 
the adjustment of each account can- 
not be completed in time after the 
crop is harvested. 

Any resident farmer, or 
failing to make application before 
August 15th next does so at his own 
risk as it may not be possible to get 
the necessary help and complete en- 
quiries after that date. 

Applications for such relief, and to

It can keep its subscribers informed 
on the matters of most interest to 
them at a minimum of expense. 

It is a leavening agent for the com- 
munity’s enterprises. 

There is more certain profit for any 


at a great dis-| 


|arose the 


town in encouraging a poor newspaper 
to become good, and a good local news- 
paper to become better, than in any 
other line of effort. 

At some time or other every com- 


munity that wants to grow organizes | 


a board of trade which goes through 
the motions of trying to interest out- 
side capital to the point of making the 
community the site of new industrial 
enterprises. 

Free land, exemption from 
and even capital are offered outsiders. 

The trouble with this method of 
town building is that it starts at the 
wrong place. 

The first essential improvement, and 
the proper place to begin is right at 
home—with the newspaper. 
some newspapers are bet 
ter than their communities, but in 
that case the community ought to 
pinch itself and encourage the news- 
paper, and take advantage of the 
facilities it offers for helping the 
community to grow. 

In other instances, where the news- 
paper needs improving, the trouble 
is usually lack of capital.

No community can afford not to ad- 


vance capital to enable its local paper 
to function properly. 

The cost of modernizing a news- 
paper is not a matter for considera- 
tion, The question is: What will the 
cost be if we don’t do it? 

With an up-to-date newspaper a 
community can think of inviting out- 
side capital. Until then its efforts 
are wasted. 

But it is not alone because 
influence on outsiders that a 
newspaper is important to a 
munity. 

Of even greater concern is a good 
newspaper's influence on those in the 
community. 

It furnishes a forum for the dis- 
cussion of public questions and gives 
local merchants the most economical 
means known for the distribution of 
goods. 

A good live newspaper is the first 
aid to democracy—it is one of dem- 
ocracy’s strongholds.

Inquiry Into The 
Death of Ida Hogg 


The inquest into the death of Miss 
Ida Hogg was presided over by Cor- 
oner A. F. Grady, on Monday after- 


noon, at the provincial police office. 
After hearing evidence adduced, and 
what was alleged by the authorities, 
the inquest was adjourned until Mon 
day June 26, when the report of the 
government analyst will be available. 

The first witness to be heard was 
Dr. "Kirk, who stated that he had 
been called to the house at 11:30 a.m. 
and on his arrival found that the de- 
éeased had been dead for several min- 
utes. 

After examination, it appeared that 
death was due either to lockjaw or 
strychnine poisoning, but he is await- 
ing the report of the provincial an- 
alyst on the intestines of the deceas- 
ed, which have been forwarded to Ed- 
monton for examination. The doctor 
received a cup from a juvenile inmate 
of the house, who stated that the de- 
ceased had been seen to drink from it 
shortly before her death. On exam- 
ination the cup was found to contain 
traces of strychnine. 


Attended a Party 


According to the evidence of sev- 
eral witnesses it appears that the de- 
ceased had been to a party the pre- 
vious evening at a farm house a few 
miles east of Macleod and had not re- 
turned home until 2 o’clock Sunday 
morning. She had told several of her 
friends that her mother would be very

Mrs. A. M. Hogg in her evidence | 
stated that she adopted the deceased 
about nine years ago from a home in 
Calgary, and since that time the dead 
girl had assumed her name.

On Sunday morning, deceased re- 
turned from a party, and when she 
came in she seemed upset. Witness 


told her to go to bed and tell her

Sunday morning deceased got up 


cooked breakfast and then went out | 
to the garden. About 9:30 she came} 
in and laid down on the lounge. She} 
soon got up from there and came into | 
witness’s bedroom and threw herself 
down on the bed beside her, taking! 
hold of witness’ wrist very tightly. 
She exclaimed: “Mother I think I am 
going to die.” That was the last she} 
said. “I 'phoned the doctor, who came, 
about 30 minutes after,” | 

Joyce Jackson, a small girl of 3} 
years, who was staying in the house, | 
said that she saw the deceased Sun- 
day morning about 9 o'clock, with a 
cup in her hand. She asked her what | 
was the matter, but was told by de- 
ceased to go and play. Shortly after | 
Ida told her that if she died she could 
have her things. The next time she 
saw deceased #he was dead. | 

Mrs, Clifton, a daughter of Mrs.| 
Hogg, said that she had known de- 
ceased for many years, she always 
seemed happy and she (witness), was | 
very much surprised when she heard 
of her sudden demise. 

Witness had found a pencil note on 
the coat of deceased in which she 
stated that she was very unhappy! 
and wanted to die, and hoped that 
God would forgive her. 

The funeral was held on Monday | 
afternoon, the service being conduct- 
ed by the Salvation Army of which 
body the dead girl a devoted 
member.

The speaker said that Germany | 
maintained her comparative low cost | 
of living by a system of subsidies to} 
industries, which in turn, created a! 
deficit in her annual budget which dur- 
|ing the last three years, has been met 
by a further issue of paper currency. 
This in turn, he contended, caused a 
further depreciation of the mark. He} 
then pointed out that Germany was! 
| protesting to the allied countries to} 
whom she owed large sums on account | 
of reparations, that she was unable} 
}to meet these charges because of her | 
excessive annual deficit and argued | 
|that if she were forced to face these | 
reparation charges it would merely in-| 
| crease her deficit and cause a further 
| depreciation of currency which she 
claims would bring about absolute 
economic ruin. Therefore, the speak- 
er alleged that Germany was main- 
| taining her interior prosperity at the 
| expense of the allied powers; by her 
failure to pay these reparation 
charges, and on the other hand, by 
the unfair industrial competition to 
| which they subjected other countries. 

He also demonstrated by the produc- 
|tion of articles bought in Germany 
land sold in this country the utter hope- 
lessness of attempting to compete with 
Germany under present conditions and 
further contended that even the 
amended resolution proposed by the 
minister of finance would in no way 
meet the situation and clearly demons- 
trated that conditions could only be 
met satisfactorily either by the reten- 
tion of the clause inserted in last 
year’s amendment to the Customs Act 
or by applying the full dump value to
